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Knife arch scanner used following Reagan’s death 

SECURITY BEEFED UP 
AS BOXING RETURNS

BEEFED-UP security meas¬ 
ures were in place as boxing 
returned to Walsall Town Hall 
for the first time since the 
death of teenager Reagan As- 
bury. 

A knife arch airport-style scanner 
was set up to monitor all those who 
entered the venue for The Class of 
2018 show 

Fan Dan Turner, from Oldbury, was one of 
the many who was at the tragic boxing match 
in October. And the 21-year-old admitted he 
was hesitant about attending Saturday night’s 
show but was glad to see the new security in 
place. Mr Turner said: “It will deter people 
from bringing knives out with them. I was 
worried to start with but as soon as I saw the 
amount of security I felt fine.” 

Organiser BCB head of boxing Errol Johnson 
said security scanners had already been used at 
two of its other shows in Bilston. 

Memory 

“We have used this venue for 18 years and 
done over 100 shows with no repercussions,” 
he said. “It is only good, it only brings an extra 
safety. Hopefully it helps in the long term.” 

Ten bells rang out at the start of the event 
on Saturday in memory of 19-year-old Reagan. 

Tyrone Andrew, also 19, of St Helen’s Street, 
Derby, appeared at Birmingham Crown Court 
for a preliminary hearing in January and was 
set a provisional trial date of June 18 after 
being charged with murdering Reagan. 

The teenager, from Pelsall, was allegedly 
attacked after violence broke out at a boxing 
event held at the town hall on October 14. 

The mobile knife arch, a joint venture be¬ 
tween Walsall Council and the police, will also 
now be used at various pubs and clubs around 
the borough. 

Its introduction comes as the Chronicle’s 
sister paper, the Express & Star’s campaign 
to change the law on knife crime, has gained 
further support following a surge of violence, 
which has seen 21 stabbings since the start 
of the year, with five osing their lives. Go to

Grandson in court 
over murder case 

A MAN accused of murdering his 74-year- 
old Walsall grandmother has made his first 
appearance at court. 

Greg Irvin, aged 25, was led into the 
dock in handcuffs at Wolverhampton Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Monday morning. 

Dressed in grey jogging bottoms and 
a grey T-shirt, and sporting a light brown 
beard, he displayed no emotion and spoke 
only to confirm his name, address and date 
of birth. Irvin, of Hill Park in Walsall Wood, 
is accused of stabbing his grandmother, 
Anne James, to death at her home in Do- 
veridge Place, Highgate, on Wednesday, 
February 28. He was arrested the day after 
Mrs James’s body was discovered. 

A statement from Mrs James’s family 
said: “We are all devastated at the loss of 
a loving wife, mum, grandma and great 
grandma. She was an amazing, generous, 
kind and much-loved part of our family - 
she will be very sadly missed.” 

Charity worker Mrs James was a ‘be¬ 
loved member’ of St Luke’s Church in 
Chuckery. Reverend Emily Reynolds paid 
tribute to a ‘caring’ and ‘compassionate’ 
woman. 

She said: “We give thanks for Anne’s life 
and for all the good she did.” 

Unemployed Irvin was set to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court yesterday, 
Wednesday. 

BILLS 

4.99pc council tax 
increase approved 

COUNCIL tax will rise by almost five per 
cent across Walsall from April after the 
move was passed by councillors. Bosses 
said the 4.99pc increase was necessary to 
continue to fund services. Bills will go up 
by £78 a year on average. 

The Labour and Liberal Democrats co¬ 
alition that runs the council got the vote 
through at a full council meeting. The 
tax increase was opposed by opposition 
Conservative and UKIP members. Council 
leader Sean Coughlan said the decision re¬ 
flected the reality facing the cash-strapped 
authority.

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£2.8111 for potholes in huge roads boost

A CASH injection of £2.8million will 
be put towards fixing potholes. The 
notorious pothole problem is set to be 
addressed to help make the roads safer 
for drivers and prevent damage to their 
vehicles while out and about. 

It comes as Walsall Council agreed on 
the corporate budget plan earlier this 
week where councillors decided to in¬ 
crease council tax by 4.99 per cent from 
April. 

Leader of the council Sean Coughlan 
said: “That is only a small part of our 
investment into roads. There is a lot 
more than that including the £60 million 


for redevelopment of Junction 10 plus 
a £1.2m scheme for the Mellish Road 
roundabout.” 

The council has partnered with High¬ 
ways England to make improvements 
to the congested Junction 10 on the M6 
which links Wolverhampton and Wal¬ 
sall. But this is not expected to start for 
at least 18 months. 

Improvements are also being made to 
one of the main routes into Walsall in 
a £1.2m scheme. This includes enhance¬ 
ments to the Mellish Road roundabout 
to reduce traffic onto one of Walsall’s 
busiest junctions that links with Lich¬ 


field Street. Plans have been proposed 
to build a new link road to bridge the 
two arms of the Lichfield Road in order 
to ease traffic off the roundabout. 

The junction was originally designed 
and built around 40 years ago and traffic 
levels have since massively increased. 

Work for this is expected to start in 
spring and be completed by summer. It 
is part of a £5.2m regeneration project 
called Walsall Town Access Package to 
improve travel in the area. It includes 
increasing the capacity at Bloxwich 
North Railway Station by adding more 
car parking spaces to ease congestion. 


After beating the big 
freeze - the bio thaw 



HAVING survived the Beast from the 
East and Storm Emma, the big thaw 
hit Walsall hot on the heels of freez¬ 
ing blizzards, as floods caused fur¬ 
ther problems. 

But with temperatures now rising, large 
swathes of snow have been melting causing ex¬ 
cess run off water. 

On Monday, a spokesman for the Environ¬ 
ment Agency said: “A combination of rain and 
melting snow could lead to some minor sur¬ 
face-water and river flooding in parts of the 
country today and tomorrow. 

“We expect last week’s snow and ice to thaw 
steadily, meaning rivers and streams are largely 
able to absorb the extra water without increas¬ 
ing flood risk, but we are monitoring conditions 
and are ready to support local authorities as 
they respond to surface-water flooding. 

“Check if you’re at risk of flooding from riv¬ 
ers and the sea and get the latest guidance by 
calling 0345 988 1188 or visiting www.gov.uk/ 
check-flood-risk. ” 

Essential 

The region was hit with freezing conditions in 
the past week with icy winds whipping up snow 
drifts and temperatures dipping below freezing. 

There was also disruption to the water net¬ 
work. At one point, South Staffs Water asked 
residents to avoid using water if it was not es¬ 
sential. A spokesman for the water company 
said it is experiencing ‘very high levels’ of de¬ 
mand for water due to bursts pipes and leaks. 

Some households in Walsall were experienc¬ 
ing water pressure problems, the borough’s 
council said. The spokesman said residents will 
be able to make a ‘real difference’ and help en¬ 
sure the water supply is maintained by using it 
resourcefully. 

South Staffs Water is advising home own¬ 
ers who find a leak on their property to call 
0800243352 or email www.watersafe.org.uk. 

Schools were closed on Friday and there was 
widespread disruption to the transport system. 
In sport, Wolves’ clash with Reading at Mo- 
lineux and Villa’s home meeting with QPR were 
rescheduled for March 13, after both were called 
off in the interests of public safety.

A SCARRED cancer survivor who 
couldn’t afford plastic surgery has 
‘fixed’ her own face for £150. 

Charlie Battisson, from Walsall, was 
left with a face full of scars after battling 
aggressive skin cancer. 

The 38-year-old 
had a massive scar 
across her forehead, 
and another which 
caused her eye¬ 
brows to be perma¬ 
nently raised. 

Charlie’s confi¬ 
dence plummeted 
and after deciding 
to undergo plastic 
surgery, she was 
left devastated when she realised she 
couldn’t afford the £1,000 fees. 

But Charlie, who was training to be 
a hairdresser, decided to learn how to 
fix her own face and has now performed 
corrective Botox and micro-blading pro¬ 
cedures on herself, costing just £150. 

Charlie said: “I knew that I couldn’t 
keep going with my face being wonky it 
was making me very depressed. My face 
looked very disfigured and out of place - 
I looked like a monster. So I decided to 
go to classes, get the materials, and fix 
my face on my own - because it was that 
or living with the scar.” 

Now fully qualified, Charlie has made 
it her mission to help others with similar 
problems, with her cosmetic company C 
B Beautiful - working part time within 
Expressions Salon, Walsall.

Broad Lane in Pelsall was closed from 
Monday for over a week. 

It will be shut 24 hours a day between 
Mill Road and Broad Way while gas 
mains are renewed. It is expected to reo¬ 
pen on March 16. 
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Abandoned 
vehicles cost 
thousands 
to clean up 

NEW figures reveal that thousands 
of abandoned vehicles have been 
dumped on the roadside in the past 
six years across the region. 

The Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire is becoming a scrapyard for 
abandoned vehicles with Dudley in 
particular seeing 4,399 abandoned 
over the past six years - including 515 
which were removed or destroyed. 

This has cost the local authority 
just under £35,000 since 2012. Last 
year, 936 were dumped while there 
were 1,148 the year before - an aver¬ 
age of more than three each day. 

Elsewhere in the Black Country, 
3,063 were reported abandoned in 
Wolverhampton and 2,245 in Walsall. 
There were 629 reported dumped 
in Stafford and 254 in the Cannock 
Chase district. 

Two separate prosecutions in Jan¬ 
uary saw two men ordered to pay a 
total of more than £2,000 after aban¬ 
doning cars in the Stafford borough. 
Both men were given £200 fixed pen¬ 
alty notices but were taken to court by 
the council when they were not paid. 

In separate cases, Nigel Steed of 
Marbury Drive, Bilston, and William 
David Beech of Ravens Lane, Bignall 
End, Stoke-on-Trent, were each fined 
£770 and ordered to pay £272 in costs 
and victim surcharge by the court. 

The figures were obtained through 
a Freedom of Information request by 
insurer Confused.com. 

Poundland shuts 
one in 10 shops 

WILLENHALL-BASED discount 
chain Poundland closed one in 10 of 
its stores last year, reversing 27 years 
of non-stop growth. 

In a trading update from its South 
African parent company, Steinhoff, it 
was revealed Poundland had shut 10 
per cent of its more than 900 stores. 
By September it was down to 834 in 
the UK, Ireland and Spain. 

It was paying the price for its trou¬ 
bled takeover of 99p Stores in 2015. 

A six-month delay due to a competi¬ 
tion watchdog probe left many of the 
stores in a poor state. 

The cost of converting them to 
Poundland hit profits and subse¬ 
quently the business was bought by 
South African retail giant Steinhoff 
for £610 million in 2016.

Robberies and vehicle 
crime on rise in Walsall 


VIOLENT crime, burglary, robbery 
and vehicle crime have all increased 
at a higher rate in Walsall than in 
any other Black Country borough, a 
study has revealed. 

Overall, recorded crime rose from 
18,337 in the borough in 2016 to 21,220 
last year - an increase of 15.7 per cent. 
But the latest figures show large spikes 
in certain crimes - while other boroughs 
in the Black Country have not suffered so 
badly. 

Palfrey Councillor Mohammad Nazir served 
as Assistant Police and Crime Commissioner 
for the West Midlands from 2013 to 2015. 

“This is a big, big concern - we must be doing 
more to stop the increases in crime and protect 
our communities,” he said. 

The figures show in Walsall the rate of rob¬ 
beries had gone up 29.1 per cent, burglaries 
15.5 per cent and violent crime 19.2 per cent. 
Thefts of vehicles has gone up 30 per cent and 
theft from motor vehicles 24.7 per cent. 

Efficiencies 

Councillor Nazir said: “We shouldn’t be just 
saying it is the cuts, we need to be acting now 
with what we have got and getting better at 
fighting crime.” 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said: “It is very concern¬ 
ing that crime is rising. 

“Crime in the area is still below the national 
average, but that is of little comfort if you are 
a victim. 

“That is why I am continuing to drive effi¬ 
ciencies, reduce bureaucracy to enable police to 
focus on what the public want them to - tack¬ 
ling crime.” 

Mr Jamieson said he recognised the large in¬ 
crease in vehicle crime. 

He said: “I have ensured the police prioritise 
this crime, by tackling chop shops, focusing on 
the identification and targeting of premises 
used to dismantle stolen cars. 

“I am also bringing together the police and 
manufacturers to work together to bring in 
measures to prevent vehicle crime.”

Cigarette butts 
man fined twice 

A SMOKER has been fined twice in 
six weeks for dropping a cigarette 
end. George Coldicott, of Walsall, was 
spotted by council officers discarding 
a cigarette butt in a Cannock Chase 
park last June and accepted a £75 
fixed penalty notice. 

But six weeks later he was seen 
in a takeaway car park dropping an¬ 
other cigarette end. He pleaded guilty 
before Stafford magistrates and was 
fined £92 and ordered to pay costs and 
surcharge of £125. 

Cannock councillor John Preece, 
said “We hope this incident is a stark 
reminder for people to take pride in 
the area they live or visit.”

A Freedom of Information request 
revealed the number of FPNs issued 
for the offence fell from 87,051 in 
2016 to 51,787 last year. Studies sug¬ 
gest that the drop is due to road safety 
campaigns and the doubling of the fine 
and points. 


Council-run centre rakes in £500k 


WALSALL’S Saddlers Centre has 
made a profit of more than half a 
million pounds since controversially 
being bought by the borough council, 
bosses have revealed. 

Council leader Sean Coughlan said 
the figure justified the authority’s de¬ 
cision to buy the shopping centre last 
year, over which it received significant 
criticism. 

Serious questions were asked about 


whether spending £13 million on the 
centre was an appropriate use of tax¬ 
payers’ money but the leader says 
money made can now be invested 
back into services. The sale, and sub¬ 
sequent revelation the Saddlers had 
made a £2.8 million loss in 2015/16, 
caused a storm at the council as op¬ 
position members demanded answers. 

Councillor Coughlan said: “The 
rationale behind our purchase of the 


centre was to benefit from the rental 
income on the units within the cen¬ 
tre, but also to give ourselves a strong 
foothold in regenerating the retail 
offer in the town centre. I’m really 
pleased to confirm that we have been 
successful on both fronts. 

“People will naturally be interested 
in the money side of things of course 
and I hope they’ll be reassured that, 
in just the first seven months of our 


ownership of the site, the forecasted 
revenue profit is £506,000, net of in¬ 
terest costs. 

“This is the equivalent to half a per 
cent on the council tax. We can pro¬ 
vide some really valued local services 
with that kind of money, which is the 
equivalent of around 20 street cleans¬ 
ing staff, filling approximately 10,000 
potholes or waste collection for 15,000 
households.” 


Super Oscar battling 
back in cancer fight

A BRAVE youngster from Wednes- 
bury has been showing his superhe¬ 
ro spirit in a gruelling cancer battle 
he has been fighting for nearly a 
third of his life. 

Spiderman fanatic Oscar Beardmore, aged 
three, was diagnosed with Rhabdomyosarcoma 
in June last year, a rare form of cancer that af¬ 
fects the soft tissue. 

After undergoing 
chemotherapy for 
seven months, the 
superhero-obsessed 
youngster is now 
in Germany having 
proton beam ther¬ 
apy. 

His family hope 
he can ring the End 
of Treatment Bell 
at Birmingham Childrens’ Hospital when he 
returns home in April. Oscar is also desperate 
to start at Priory Primary School, which he was 
due to begin in September, where his class¬ 
mates and teachers are waiting for him. 

Mum Cheryl, aged 42, said: “Oscar is just a 
typical little boy, he loves cars, Lego and dino¬ 
saurs. He loves superheroes too - Spiderman is 
his hero. It’s so sweet, he has a Hickman Line 
which goes into his chest for chemotherapy and 
he believes every time he has the medicine that 
he’s going to develop super powers.” 

Oscar’s difficult journey began when parents 
Mark and Cheryl first noticed a lump on the 
side of his head in April last year. They booked 
him in at the doctors and soon discovered he 
had cancer. 

Cheryl, an office worker at Power Utilities 
Group in Walsall, added: “Oscar had to have 13 
rounds of chemotherapy which started in early 
July and finished in January. And now he’s hav¬ 
ing 28 sessions of proton therapy.

Callum, who goes to Walsall Studio School, 
said: “After there was a funding cut at the be¬ 
reavement services I felt like as they helped me 
when I was younger I wanted to give something 
back. They gave me counselling when I was 
younger. It was a difficult time in my life and 
they pretty much turned me into a completely 
different Callum.” 

Releasing 

His twin sisters Hope and Bethany were born 
prematurely in 2007 but sadly died shortly 
after, while his grandmother Margaret Hustin 
died in 2011 after a battle with cancer. 

The group, who are changing their name 
from Hell’s Gates and releasing their EP on the 
night, will donate all proceeds from ticket sales 
to the bereavement charities - as well as giving 
a pound from every CD sold. 

Their music is inspired by metal and grunge 
bands including the likes of Pantera, Metallica 
and Soundgarden. 

Callum added: “I’ve grown up and have been 
surrounded by music. As I went to secondary 
school all I wanted to do was play guitar. 

“So then I started having lessons at school 
and we got a band together in Year 7 with Alfie 
and Jack but we’ve only just really started 
properly. We started off doing covers and have 
only recently started writing and recording our 
own stuff. 

“There’s a few other local bands playing as 
well called Not My Words, Tear It Down and 


Riding Light. There’s no set figure but we’re just hop¬ 
ing to raise as much as possible - every little helps. 
There’s a little bit of butterflies at the moment but 
we’re very excited.”

Low marks 
for school 
that drops 
grading 

A SCHOOL in London has decided that 
giving pupils tangible marks or grades for 
their work is too stressful, and can affect 
their mental health. 

Instead, teachers at Putney High 
School will just give general comments 
about the standard of work. Headmis¬ 
tress Suzie Longstaff says: “Mental health 
and pupil wellbeing have to be central to 
everything we do.” 

Now mental health is a very serious 
issue, and one which is only belatedly 
starting to be given the recognition it de¬ 
serves by the NHS. But I can’t help but 
think that daft ideas such as this trivialise 
the subject, equating the real suffering 
of people with serious problems to kids 
feeling a bit upset by their school report. 

It echoes the outcry from teachers 
when schools minister Nick Gibb recently 
suggested more tests for young children 
would be good for their long-term wellbe¬ 
ing. Not an easy argument, but doesn’t 
he have a point? If kids are drilled in exam 
technique by the ages of seven or eight, 
surely it should be second nature by the 
time they reach their O-levels and A-lev- 
els? Perhaps what the teachers meant 
was preparing more kids for exams was 
not good for their own wellbeing. 

Back at Putney High, staff say replac¬ 
ing tangible marks with comments will 
stop youngsters from competing with 
each other, and take away “bragging 
rights”. From my memories of school, 
youngsters who bragged about exam 
marks got a very swift education in eti¬ 
quette, but that’s another matter. 

The problem is, though that the real 
world is extremely competitive and at 
times brutal. If schools teach kids not to 
compete and not to fret about their ex¬ 
ams, they are setting them up for a real 
shock when they leave school. 

Because when they find themselves 
working for a living they will probably find 
their employers also engage in a bit of 
comment-based feedback. But probably 
not the type they will like to hear.

THAT said, I think if I were at school to¬ 
day I would be feeling extremely stressed 
about World Book Day. Now getting 
youngsters into reading is an excellent 
idea, and anything that makes that more 
fun - particularly for hard-to-reach pupils 
- is to be supported wholeheartedly. 

The problem is, what grown-ups con¬ 
sider fun is not necessarily what children 
do. And I’m not convinced that ordering 
kids to dress up as story-book charac¬ 
ters is enjoyable. In fact, I can’t help but 
think that for the average schoolkid there 
can be few things more humiliating than 
dressing as Charlie Bucket.

Do we really want to 
go the way of EU? 


POETRY among the isobars. I loved one weath¬ 
er forecaster’s turn of phrase on a chilly morning 
this week as the Beast from the East arrived: 
“A pestering of snow showers.” Dylan Thomas 
would have been proud of that. 

WHILE we Brits have been pretending to 
know the difference between “a customs union” 
and “the customs union,” the European Union 
has been busy on the other side of the conti¬ 
nent, cosying up to six nations which hope to 
join the Union by 2025. They are: Macedonia, 
Albania, Serbia, Montenegro, Bosnia-Herzego- 
vina and Kosovo. This wild, unstable and reli¬ 
giously riven region used to be called the Pow¬ 
der Keg of Europe. As I have said right from the 
start of this Brexit business, it is not enough to 
look at where the UK is going. We should also 
be looking very carefully at where the European 
Union is going and ask, do we really want to go 
that way? 

ONE obvious way to halt the sexual objecti¬ 
fying of women in drama is to get more female 
actors, directors and producers in the system. 
Or so you might think. In the Beeb’s new thriller, 
Collateral, the star character is a woman, so are 
two executive producers, and above all so is the 
director, S J Clarkson. And yet the second ep¬ 
isode included a gratuitous nude scene which 
added nothing to the plot and told us little about 
the character. It looked like nothing more than a 
skin-flick moment, designed to attract slavering 
male viewers. This was not feminism’s proudest 
hour. 

I HAD lunch with Emma Chambers back in 
1995 just as fame found her. It was a BBC sea¬ 
son launch in Birmingham. She had attended the 
same event the year before and no-one spoke

end of 1994 came the Vicar of Dibley and Alice 
Tinker became the nation’s favourite dimwit. “I 
hate my face,” she told me. “I was convinced I 
didn’t look right at auditions . .. sometimes you 
do wish you’re Kate Moss.” When she sudden¬ 
ly found herself famous, it scared her. “I began 
to start having little panic attacks and finding 
myself hiding behind the Ambrosia tins in Wait- 
rose. People would point and look. One lady 
came over and asked if I really was as stupid 
as I was in Dibley. I told her of course I was.” 
Emma Chambers, who has died terribly early at 
53, was delightful company and one of the most 
modest actors I’ve ever met. 

MORE whimsy in Endeavour (ITV). After last 
week’s episode mentioned the Crossroads Mo¬ 
tel, this week’s made a passing reference to 
Mboto Gorge, one of the battle honours of the 
fictitious South Oxfordshire Light Infantry. As 
Blackadder fans will know, Mboto Gorge was 
the battle in which Captain Blackadder’s troops, 
armed with rifles and machine guns, massacred 
a tribe of pygmies armed with fruit. 

MASSACRES are always good for gun sales. 
After every atrocity in the States, local people 
buy guns to protect themselves. Following the 
Florida school shootings, there’s an even big¬ 
ger bonanza for the firearms industry. Donald 
Trump’s government is considering issuing 
guns to selected school teachers. That’s an¬ 
other one million guns to be purchased. And if 


anyone thinks arming teachers is a good idea, 
let me relate the tale of an old soldier called Jim 
who did National Service in Cyprus and found 
himself caught up in a chase between military 
police and a wanted terrorist. An MP shoved a 
revolver into Jim’s hands with the instructions: 
“If he comes out of that door, shoot him.” Jim 
told me that within a few seconds he was so 
shaky, nauseous and sweaty-handed that he 
could barely hold the gun, let alone aim it. There 
is only one place where heroic loners kill the bad 
guy. The movies. 

OUT for a brisk walk in the Beast from the 
East, I couldn’t help noticing that not a single 
family group we encountered was using mobile 
phones. Instead, muffled against the Siberian 
blast, folk were chatting - just like families used 
to do. All the dazzling technology of tablets and 
smartphones is no use if you’re wearing big 
thick mittens. 

DIANE Abbott, a great believer in free move¬ 
ment of people, says her party will produce ‘im¬ 
migration policies that meet the test of being 
firmly located in Labour’s values’. This is good 
news. But then Ms Abbott has had plenty of 
time to reflect on less ethical migration policies. 
Back in the 1970s she famously spent a roman¬ 
tic holiday with her boyfriend Jeremy Corbyn in 
communist East Germany.

So why do we find it so difficult to 
come out with those two simple words, 
particularly in this era of emails and social 
media? 

Perhaps it’s because after only a few 
years of the internet, we take far too 
much for granted, and instead find it far 
too easy to complain about, well, just 
about anything. 

But going back to that door-holding 
scenario, I often imagine an exchange 
that would ensue if I was not thanked. It 
goes something like this: 

Me - “You’re welcome”. 

Other person - “I beg your pardon?”. 

Me - “Oh, I’m sorry, I thought you said 
‘Thank you’.” 

Other person - “I haven’t got a clue 
what you’re talking about”. 

Me - “Not to worry, have a good day”. 

Other person - “Weirdo!”. 

I ask you, is it worth it? Probably not 
but if we all kept those two short words 
to hand, maybe the world might be a less 
fraught place. 

Will you give it a go? Thank you.

Morton fury at moves 
to close police station 


TORY MP Wendy Morton 
claims the region’s crime 
commissioner has become 
‘detached from reality’ over 
his ‘reckless plan’ to close 
Aldridge Police Station. 

The Anchor Road base is one 
of 24 across the West Midlands 
that Labour PCC David Jamieson 
wants to close to save £5 million. 

Aldridge-Brownhills MP Mrs Mor¬ 
ton has urged him to keep it open, 
claiming shutting down the station 
would hit public safety. 


She has questioned Mr Jamieson’s 
consultation strategy after it emerged 
a hotline for residents to raise con¬ 
cerns did not work. 

The station’s front desk closed in 
2015. Since then it has been operat¬ 
ing as an administration and training 
base. Mr Jamieson said closing it down 
will save £222,000. Mrs Morton said: 
“The decision to close Aldridge Police 
Station is shrouded in secrecy and 
lacks consultation.” 

The planned closure comes after 
Mr Jamieson raised the WMP council 
tax precept by £12-a-year to provide a 
£9.5m funding boost. Over the next 12 


months the force is set to axe 78 front¬ 
line officers and spend an extra £10m 
on office staff. 

“Crucial things like public safety 
and the needs of local communities 
and police officers on the beat are 
being overlooked. Sadly he appears to 
have become detached from reality,” 
Mrs Morton said. 

Mr Jamieson said a £145m cut to the 
police budget since 2010 had left him 
in the ‘unenviable position’ of having 
to choose between buildings and pro¬ 
tecting officer numbers. 

The final decision on the proposals 
will be made on March 22.

New powers 
sees camp 
moved to 
transit site 


NEW powers were used for the first time in 
the West Midlands as Sandwell Council and 
police dealt quickly with a large unauthor¬ 
ised encampment. 

Action by the council and police also means the 
encampment is now banned from returning to 
Sandwell for three months. 


Twelve caravans got onto 
Vaughan Trading Estate, 
Tipton, overnight on Friday 
February 23. 

Council and police officers 
went to the privately-owned 
site and the encampment 
moved on within a few 
hours. 

The caravans then re¬ 
located to private land at 
Ridgacre industrial estate, 
off Ridgacre Road, West 
Bromwich. 

The council worked with 
the landowner and the po¬ 
lice, who instructed the en¬ 
campment to use the transit 
site in Smethwick - where 
rent and a deposit must be 
paid for each caravan - or 
leave the borough. 

Because the encampment 
refused to move, police is¬ 
sued a Section 62 notice - 
which gives police powers to

seize vehicles and caravans 
and make arrests - and the 
encampment then immedi¬ 
ately left the borough. 

This notice also bans this 
encampment from re-en¬ 
tering Sandwell for three 
months. 

Councillor Paul Moore, 
Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, 
said: “This swift action by 
the council and police shows 
how effective our new ar¬ 
rangements are for dealing 
with unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments.” 

Sandwell Council also has 
an injunction forbidding an¬ 
yone from setting up an un¬ 
authorised encampment on 
17 council-owned sites in¬ 
cluding parks, playing fields 
and open spaces.

Bella of the Wych Elm? 


WHO Put Bella in the Wych 
Elm? There has been a major 
development in one of the re¬ 
gion’s most famous and ma¬ 
cabre murder mysteries. 

Now the face of the victim can 
be seen for the first time after it 
was digitally recreated by a team 
from Liverpool John Moore’s Uni¬ 
versity 

Led by Professor Caroline Wilkin¬ 
son, a specialist in the craniofacial 
depiction of people from the past, the 
team has created a picture of how 
‘Bella’ might have looked before her 
mysterious death and the finding of 
her skeletal remains in the hollow of 
a tree near Hagley. 

Her face from the 1940s has been 
digitally created using pictures of the 
skull of the victim, which was found by 
children in the woods during the war 
years. 

Ritual 

Speculation has ranged from her 
being a murdered prostitute, to a Ger¬ 
man spy or even the victim of a Sa¬ 
tanic ritual. 

The picture is in a new book by 
Halesowen author Pete Merrill and 
his teenaged son Alex called ‘Who Put 
Bella In The Wych Elm?: Volume 1: 
The Crime Scene Revisited’ available 
via Amazon. 

The title comes from the enigmatic 
graffiti that began appearing across 
the area, most famously on the Wy- 
chbury Obelisk near Hagley, when 
police were unable to make progress 
with identifying the victim or finding 
the killer, or killers. 

The Merrills hired Prof Wilkinson 
and her team after they recreated the 
image of King Richard III from bones 
discovered under a Leicester car park.

Railway museum rethink 


ARCHITECTS planning an extension 
to a popular railway museum are hav¬ 
ing to go back to the drawing boards. 

A £1.5 million extension is being 
planned for Kidderminster Railway 
Museum which is currently based in a 
former Great Western Railway ware¬ 
house at the Severn Valley Railway. 

Plans had been drawn up for a 
new building to be sited on land ad¬ 
jacent to the existing building and for 


a bridge to link the two properties. 
Now museum bosses have been of¬ 
fered a decorative Victorian cast iron 
lattice railway bridge from a station at 
Marple in Cheshire which they hope 
to incorporate in the design. 

However, it is 34 feet long and, be¬ 
cause initial plans were for a 10 to 15 
foot long bridge to link the two build¬ 
ings, plans for the extension and link 
are having to be redrawn.

More apprentices find 
work at smaller firms 

A GROWING number of smaller 
businesses in the West Midlands 
are embracing apprenticeships. 

A new study found 76 per cent of 
small and medium-sized business 
owners and senior workers who have 
taken on apprentices saying that they 
have added value to their business 
within six months of taking them on. 

The study by the Association of Ac¬ 
counting Technicians), commissioned for 
National Apprenticeship Week, found that 
businesses appreciate the value apprentice¬ 
ships can bring to them, with 60 per cent 
saying that taking on apprentices has been 
good value for money for them, 64 per cent 
that they get staff who are more suited to 
their businesses and the skills they need by 
taking them on as apprentices and 48 per 
cent that they have boosted productivity 
within their business. 

The average number of apprentices 
taken on by small businesses in the West 
Midlands in the past two years is four, com¬ 
pared with an average of three across Eng¬ 
land as a whole. 

Also 12 per cent of businesses have taken 
on five or more and 80 per cent say that the 
number of apprentices they have taken on 
in the past five years has grown. 

On average, the businesses in the West 
Midlands who have taken on apprentices 
say they have offered to keep on 66 per 
cent of them after they finished their ap¬ 
prenticeship, with 20 per cent saying they 
have offered to keep on all the apprentices 
they have ever taken on. 

Rob Alder, head of business development 
at AAT, said: “The theme of this year’s Na¬ 
tional Apprenticeship Week is ‘Apprentices 
Work’, and our research shows that smaller 
businesses in the West Midlands hugely en¬ 
dorse apprentices within their own firms. 

“It shows that many smaller businesses 
value the benefits apprentices can bring to 
them.”

South Bank stand may 
double in size at wolves 


MOLINEUX’S iconic South 
Bank stand could become 
one of the biggest single-tier 
stands in the country under 
initial Wolves stadium rede¬ 
velopment plans, according 
to reports. 

Wolves are thought to be con¬ 
sidering expanding the Jack Hay¬ 
ward Stand - commonly known as 
the South Bank - to a capacity of 
up to 10,000 seats. 

It’s believed they hope to build back 
on the existing stand, which houses 
around 5,000 fans. However the car 
park area immediately behind the 
stand is owned by Carillion and it’s 
understood that potentially lengthy 
negotiations are currently ongoing as 
to the purchase of the land. 

Premier 

And it is believed that any redevel¬ 
opment work wouldn’t take place next 
season, even if Wolves win promotion 
to the top flight. 

It’s believed that spending money on 
the team would be a higher priority, 
with any stadium expansion only tak¬ 
ing place should the club stay in the 
Premier League. 

The redevelopment of Molineux 
has been on hold since 2012 when the 
team was relegated from the Premier 
League. The £18 million Stan Cullis 
Stand opened that year and under 
£40m proposals spearheaded by pre¬ 
vious owner Steve Morgan the Steve 
Bull and Jack Hayward stands would 
have been next, both with two tiers. 

With Wolves now edging nearer to a 
return to the top flight, owners Fosun 
are working on what would be a re¬ 
vamped plan to expand Molineux. 

Managing director Laurie Dalrym- 
ple said in October that initial discus-

sions had taken place and that the club 
could keep the South Bank as a single 
tier, after feedback from supporters. 

He said at the time: “The biggest 
box to tick is promotion - that’s when 
we can really start talking about it. 

“One of the reassurances fans want 
is around the South Bank, they want it 
as a single tier, which is clearly some¬ 
thing we’d want to ensure, that we 
fulfil their requirements and wishes. 

“And it’s also important to retain 


some of the existing really important 
features of the ground.” 

In 2015 it was renamed after Sir 
Jack Hayward, who died earlier that 
year aged 91. 

Wolverhampton-based construction 
and services giant Carillion is cur¬ 
rently in administration. 

Both Wolves and the Government’s 
Insolvency Service, which is acting on 
behind of Carillion, declined to com¬ 
ment.

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Cycling hero Hugh backs 
games velodrome battle

CYCLING legend Hugh Porter 
MBE has backed a campaign 
to build a new velodrome in 
the West Midlands ahead of 
the Birmingham 2022 Com¬ 
monwealth Games. 

The region does not possess a 
single indoor banked race track 
and there are fears the competi¬ 
tion’s cycling events could be held 
130 miles away in London. 

It has prompted Halesowen & Row- 
ley Regis MP James Morris to launch 
a cross-party campaign with support 
from 13 West Midlands MPs calling 
for a new venue. 

Mr Porter, who won Commonwealth 
gold on the track in 1966, said: “I defi¬ 
nitely support the campaign. I would 
like to see a velodrome built to host 
Commonwealth cycling. 

“I am delighted Birmingham was 
awarded the Games but I think if we 
are going to promote the Games, we 
should be able to provide the facilities. 

“I feel sad competitors won’t be able 
to compete where we are.” 

Mr Porter, 78, who was born in 
Wolverhampton, is one of Britain’s 
greatest professional cyclists. He also 
won four world titles in the individual 
pursuit and is a patron of Halesowen 
Cycling Club. 

The cycling champion as also urged 
more people to sign up for this year’s 
Banks’s Round the Wrekin Sportive. 

He said: “The number are up to 270 
already which is still ahead of last year 
quite significantly. 

“We would love to get 1,000 people 
signed up - that’s the magic figure 
and if we could hit that I would be de¬ 
lighted. 

“We held a spin class in Wombourne 
which was an opportunity for people 


that have already committed to ride 
the sportive. 

“It was an opportunity for people to 
be able to train without and an oppor¬ 
tunity for me to say a few words.” 

Fundraisers from across the region 
are set to come together for the spor¬ 
tive on May 20. 

The annual event, at Dudley King- 
swinford Rugby Club, raised £28,000 
for Compton Hospice last year. 

Riders can join one of three routes - 
either 100 miles, 64 miles or 24 miles. 

Halesowen Cycling Club’s outdoor 


track, the 70-year-old Manor Abbey 
based in Manor Way, has received 
praise from Mr Morris who called it a 
‘superb’ facility which promotes grass¬ 
roots cycling. But he said the region is 
in urgent need of a modern indoor 
track. 

He has wrote a letter to the chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of British Cycling, Julie 
Harrington, outlining the concerns. 

The letter has been backed by 13 
West Midlands MPs including Dudley 
MPs Ian Austin and Mike Wood and 
Wolverhampton MP Emma Reynolds.

Beautiful moments 
of humour and joy 


I t’s been called ‘a spellbinding 
production’. And the contemporary 
cultural phenomenon that is The 
Kite Runner will make its debut at 
Birmingham’s REP from Tuesday to 
March 24. 

The performances follow an outstanding West End 
for the show, which is based on Khaled Hosseini’s 
international bestselling novel. 

Audiences can look forward to a haunting tale of 
friendship which spans cultures and continents and 
follows one man’s journey to confront his past and find 
redemption. 

The action centres on Afghanistan, a divided country 
on the verge of war and in which two childhood friends 
are about to be torn apart. 

The scene is set on a beautiful afternoon in Kabul when 
the skies are full of the excitement and joy of a kite-flying 
tournament. But neither Hassan nor Amir can foresee the 
terrible incident which will shatter their lives forever. 

The production features an impressive cast, including 
Ravi Aujla, Jo Ben Ayed, Raj Ghatak, Amiera Darwish and 
Rez Kabir. 

Rez plays Mary in the story of youth, transgression and 
redemption. 

She believes audiences will go away having learned 
much. 

“Younger audiences will take something from it, an 
older generation will pick up on something else, but the 
great appeal of this play is the beautiful moments of joy 
and humour that exist in life. Everyone will be able to 
connect.” 

The play is brought to life by music created by musical 
director and composer Jonathan Girling. 

He say: “Putting on a play always involves 
collaboration. The most important person is the director, 
who puts the team together, makes all the final decisions, 
and is the driving force behind the production. 

“The rest of the creative team is made up of the writer, 
the set-designer, lighting designer, composer, movement 
director, sound designer, fight director and that’s just 
the tip of the iceberg. There’s a huge team of people that 
have made The Kite Runner happen. 

As the composer, the script and director are always 
my primary points of reference when thinking about the 
music. What does the script say to me (what sounds, 
tunes, emotions, textures or colours does it make me 
imagine?), and then what does the 
director want to do with the play? 

“Once I’ve spent some time 
with the director and script, I’ll 
start working on ideas, listing 
key scenes and moments 
in the drama. These initial 
ideas - normally written notes 
on traditional manuscript, or 
an instrument or two - are 
then introduced into the 
rehearsal room, and 
that’s where the real 
magic starts to 
happen.” 

Jonathan says 
with the first version 
of the show, The 
Kite Runner had 
a great singer 
whose voice 
inspired him 
to think about 
writing songs to 
underpin some 
key emotional 
scenes. After 
he’d written 
the songs, and 
taught him the 
music, they 
rehearsed 
them into

each scene to see how they worked. Tabla was also an 
important addition. 

“The next most important person for me in The Kite 
Runner is the near-omnipresent tabla player. The tabla 
- Indian drums you’ll see at the front of the stage - are 
mentioned in the script, but the use of tabla music 
presented me with my biggest challenge. I hadn’t 
researched Indian music since I was at university, so 
I enlisted the help of the Asian 
Music Network (Viram Jasani) 
and Emeritus Professor of Afghan 
Music & Ethonomusicology at 
Goldsmiths, John Baily. 

“Viram helped me find a tabla 
player - Hanif Kahn - and 
John took me through the 
(very subtle!) differences 
between Afghan, Indian 
and Pakistan classical 
music. 

“With their initial help 
and oversight, Hanif 
and I started on a 
five-week exploration 
of collaborative 
creativity that 
produced all of 
the tabla music in 
The Kite Runner. 
Hanif couldn’t read 
western notation, 
and I couldn’t 
understand how 
on earth he played 
such complex 
rhythms, so 
we initially just 
had to find a way 
of communicating 
(mostly in gestures, 
sounds and taps!).

“In the end, some of the rhythms are original Jonathan 
- as in Asset’s first appearance - and others are me 
honing and shaping traditional Indian rhythms into music 
cues useful for the drama, perfectly executed by Hanif on 
the stage.” 

As Jonathan and Hanif introduced more and more 
tabla music into the show, things started to take shape. 
But the one thing Jonathan never interfered with was 
Hanif’s pre-show performance, in which he demonstrates 
his virtuosity. 

The Kite Runner also features plenty of songs. 

Jonathan adds: “The songs themselves are sung live but 
off-stage, hidden from the audience. The singers can see 
the action, but we can’t see them. 

“I experimented with a number of ragas - Indian 
classical scales, akin to Western major and minor scales 
-to reinforce the authentic nature of The Kite Runner. In 
the end, the songs were based on Raag Malkauns, one of 
the oldest Indian ragas, each one a variation on the other 
(apart from the female ‘wailing’ song). 

“The raga contains a haunting, contemplative character 
that lends itself well to the play.”

Fatherhood brings 
a reBrand for comic 


Bad boy of comedy 
Russell Brand will return to 
Birmingham’s Symphony 
Hall tonight (Thursday) with 
his new show, Re:Birth. 

The show came about after 
Brand became a parent, which he 
says poses the question: “How can 
you be a dangerous, edgy, rebel 
with a tiny little daughter?” 

Brand brought the show to 
Birmingham late last year - and 
it was evident that much had 
changed since his previous tours. 

He admits he’s changed 
considerably. He told one 
interviewer: “Yes, I’m less mad now. 


I was a needy person. I mean, that 
condition abides, but I manage it 
better now, I think.” 

Brand’s show features his 
observations on Donald Trump, 
fatherhood and his frequently 
turbulent relationship with the 
media. 

When he last visited Birmingham, 
he spoke at length about a 
disastrous interview with Jeremy 
Paxman and also showed that he 
has been willing to learn from his 
mistakes. 

Brand says much of the change 
in his life came about when he met 
his wife, Laura Gallacher. He told 
one interviewer that it had changed 



his approach 
to the way he 
lives - and also to money. 

“I’m lucky because I have been 
dirty poor and now I’m stinky 
rich - not that rich actually, I gave 
away a lot.

Getting the inside story of a 
terrifying time for Britain 


O ver the space of four months 
in spring and summer last 
year, four terrorist attacks 
took place in the UK that would 
change the lives of hundreds of 
people forever. 

This 90-minute documentary, 
featuring accounts from witnesses 
and members of the emergency 
services who were first on the 
scene, tells the dramatic story of 
each attack, remembering those 
who lost their lives and hearing from 
those who survived. 

The atrocities began in on March 
22, when Khalid Masood drove a 
hire car across Westminster Bridge 
in Central London, killing four 
pedestrians - Kurt Cochran, Leslie 
Rhodes, Aysha Frade and Andreea 
Cristea - and injuring dozens more. 

After crashing his vehicle into 
railings close to Westminster Tube 
station, Masood ran into Parliament 
Square and fatally stabbed police 
officer Keith Palmer, who was 
posthumously awarded the George 
Medal, the second highest award 
for gallantry ‘not in the face of the 
enemy’. 


The attack, which lasted just 82 
seconds, came to an end when 
Masood was fatally shot in the chest 
by an armed officer. 

Exactly two months later, 22 
people were killed when suicide 
bomber Salman Abedi detonated a 
homemade device laden with metal 
nuts as shrapnel in the lobby of 
Manchester Arena at the end of an 
Ariana Grande pop concert. 

More than 200 people were 
injured in the deadliest terror attack 
on British soil since the 7/7 
bombings in London in 2005. 

The youngest victim, Saffie 
Roussos, was killed after becoming 
separated from her mum and 
sister at the venue. She was just 
eight years old. 

Terror struck again in the capital 
the following month when three men 
drove a van into pedestrians on 
London Bridge before getting out 
and running into Borough Market. 

Rachid Redouane, Khuram Butt 
and Youssef Zaghba - who were all 
wearing fake explosive vests - 
started stabbing people with long 


knives as horrified revellers ran away 
and tried to barricade themselves 
inside bars and restaurants. 

Eight people were killed, with 
armed police shooting the three 
attackers dead just eight minutes 
after the first emergency calls are 
made. 

Then, just 16 days later, another 
man, Makram Ali, died and several 
other people were injured when a van 
was driven into a group of Muslim 
worshippers outside a mosque in 
Finsbury Park, North London. 

The vehicle hit pedestrians as they 
are leaving Ramadan night prayers 
around midnight. 

Dad-of-four Darren Osborne, 47, 
from Cardiff, was subsequently 
charged with terrorism-related 
murder and attempted murder. 

He was jailed for life at Woolwich 
Crown Court last month. 

Last year has been dubbed 
‘Britain’s Year Of Terror’, and 
although the country still lives under 
the shadow of these attacks, this 
touching documentary shows there 
is hope.

Geoff's on target with 
charity to help homeless 


HIS football career started out playing 
on the streets - now Geoff Horsfield is 
helping people get off the streets with 
his charity venture. 

After his retirement the Baggies hero has 
made it his goal to help those in need across the 
West Midlands. 

His charity the Geoff Horsfield Foundation, which 
was set up in 2016, provides ‘quality, safe and secure 
supported accommodation’ for vulnerable adults in 
the region. 

It marks the latest step in a less than conventional 
career, which saw Geoff start as a bricklayer and toil 
in the lower leagues before making it big. 

Geoff, now aged 44, also successfully battled testic¬ 
ular cancer in 2008 - defying doctors who predicted 
the disease would end his career. 

The striker was certainly no ordinary footballer. 

And after hanging up his boots in 2013, Geoff has 
continued to prove he is an extraordinary man by fo¬ 
cusing on charitable enterprises. 

Epidemic 

Now he is aiming to help tackle homeless in the 
West Midlands, and has returned to the bricklaying 
skills he learned before hitting the footballing big 
time. 

The star personally renovates homes before new 
tenants - often from the streets - are moved in. 

Geoff, who lives in Sutton Coldfield, said: “Home¬ 
lessness around the country has become an epidemic. 

“We’re in 2018 and we’ve got cars that can park 
themselves but we’ve still got homeless people in 
the streets. If we can’t help them there’s something 
wrong. 

“My aim is to get people off the streets and get 
them back into normality and normal society. We try 
to help them as much as possible. 

“I thought with my name and the people I know I 
could help these people, and it’s fantastic that people 
are coming forward and trying to help. 

“Football makes the world go round.” 

The foundation’s work also involves providing basic 
essentials such as food, clothes and sanitary towels 
for women. 

Much of this relies on donations, often from foot-

ball fans far and wide that put their allegiances to 
one side. 

“The generosity is overwhelming, it’s been incredi¬ 
ble,” Geoff continued. 

“There’s more going on in the world than the badge 
on the shirt. 

“It’s nice that we can forget about the football. 
They have been absolutely fantastic, all the fans.” 

Geoff s footballing journey began in modest sur¬ 
roundings in his native Barnsley and he combined 
his playing with work as a bricklayer - a trade he 
has returned to through his charity work, renovating 
accommodation before tenants move in. 

Looking back on his earliest footballing memories, 
Geoff said: “I was playing on the streets. I just natu¬ 
rally scored goals, 10 or 11 a game. I played Saturday 
morning, Saturday afternoon and Sunday morning 
and it just took off. 

“I was bricklaying and playing in the local leagues. 
My dad took me there to toughen me up a bit. 

“All the lads I played with were 10 years older than 
me and they all had trades and offered me an appren¬ 
ticeship with them. 

“It set me in good stead for later life.” 

Geoff was Albion’s top scorer when the Baggies 
were promoted to the Premier League at the end of 
the 2003/4 campaign - and they could probably do 
with his goals now as they battle relegation. 

His career at the club peaked when he scored one 
of the most famous goals in their history to help pre¬ 
serve their top-flight status on the final day of the 
2004/05 season. 

“Coming on and scoring that goal, I think that’s 


got to be one of the highlights of my career alongside 
getting promotion under Gary Megson,” he said. 

In 2008 Geoff overcame testicular cancer and 
shortly afterwards resumed his professional career, 
a testament to his strength of character. 

He admits helping the homeless is a million miles 
away from his career on the pitch. 

“It is hugely different, but I wouldn’t stop it for the 
world. I still watch out for my old teams but what I’m 
doing now is a full-time job,” Geoff said. 

“It’s totally different from football, it makes me 
realise how lucky I was to be a professional football 
player.” 

He also moved to defend his peers, who can be ac¬ 
cused of doing little to help others. 

Geoff said: “I don’t know if that [accusation] is 
true. 

“There are a lot of footballers who do it and don’t 
publicise it. I publicise it to raise awareness of people 
being homeless. 

“I think footballers are tarred with the wrong 
brush at times, a lot of them do good.” 

Fundraiser 

A charity night which is coming up soon will help 
raise funds for Geoff s Foundation. 

As well as Albion fan and British middleweight 
champion Tommy Langford, some of Geoff s former 
Baggies team mates, including Darren Moore and 
Paul Robinson, are planning to attend the fundraiser. 

“We’ve always kept close, I’ll do anything for them 
and they’ll do anything for me,” he said. 

“We’re trying to raise as much money as we can; it 
really will be a good night.” 

The event will take place at Birmingham’s Botan¬ 
ical Gardens on Friday, March 23. Entertainment 
includes live music and a DJ, a drag artist, and a co¬ 
medienne. 

Catering will also be provided by award-winning 
Indian restaurant Itihaas. 

An auction taking place on the night includes a 
match day box at the Hawthorns, worth £4,000. 

Tickets are available through online ticketing out¬ 
let Eventbrite and are priced at £65 per person plus 
booking fees, with VIP options also available.

Lynn helped out in the kitchen on 
matchdays. Despite moving to Leicester¬ 
shire a few years ago, the dedicated pair 
were still regulars at Oak Park. 

Andy added: “In honour of Bill’s ser¬ 
vices to the club, last year he was rec¬ 
ognised by the directors by having his 
name put on a board put behind the 
‘Pithead end’ goal which is now known 
as the Shaw End. We will all miss him 
dearly and we appreciate what he and 
Lynn have done over the years.” 

Andy said social media comments had 
endorsed the positive impact Bill had 
around the non-league scene and the 
high esteem in which he was held. 

Rugby dub founder 
dies at age of 95 

ONE of the founding fathers of Wil- 
lenhall Rugby Club has died at the age 
of 93. Bill Simkin was president for 27 
years. 

He first became involved with the 
club in 1966 when he sold them a piece 
of land in Essington to play on. That 
land on Bognop Road is still Willenhall’s 
home. 

His grandson Will is club president 
and the clubhouse lounge is known as 
the Simkin Lounge in his memory.
